or all of these troubles are 
easily 
hiagnosed and remedied if taken in 
time, and this places a responsibility 
upon tho tree lover. 
Ujjon the whole. 
Irees are easily kept in health and 
Migor. 
A disease of the maple tree 
that is prevalent on young trees is 
tho m;iple blight or gleoesporium npo- 
trryptum, a fungus disease. The leaves 
begin to lose their color and turn 
•irown about mid-sea son. 
The outer 
Tlges of the leaves ilrst redden and 
his condition 
may 
finally 
extend 
hrough all of the leaves'., giving1 tho 
ree the appearance of being; dead with 
.he dried leaves hanging on.

address on "The Human Machine In 
War Industry" before another section 
o£ tho public health association.

Lee pointed 
out that "one of the 


most striking features of the Present 
war is tho unprecedented use that.is 
being made of science" and that the 
accomplishments of physiology must 
ho added to those of mechanical en- 
gineering and chemistry because men 
and women are <as necessary as ever 
to the performance of industrial work. 
Speaking of the human machine in 
industry, he said: 
„ 
"Like other industrial machines It 


can bs worked 
at different 
speeds, 


but, 
unlike other industrial machines 


it cannot he worked for an indefinite 
period because it is., subject 
to tne 


limitation of fatigue. 
How 
fatigue 


ean be kept down to its lowest rea- 
sonable limit, how the working power 
of the individual can be maintained 
from day to day and from week to 
week and be made to yield a. max- 
imum output without detriment to it- 
self and to others—In 
other words, 


how the human machine can be used 
so as to obtain from it the most profit 
constitutes one of the' greatest Indus- 
trial problems of the day." 
Dr. Lee then spoke of the studies 


being made by British and American 
committees o£ war industries, one of 
the important results 
of which, 
he 


said, related lo the hours of labor du- 
ring which the most efficient 
work 


can he performed. 
He cited the fol-
